L. Gardner, has stated that the 
Sheriff carried huge amounts in his 
spacious pockets, and kept other 
large amounts in cash in his home. 

And besides the home farm at 
Chesterfield, the family owns a 
farm purchased of the Parks estate 
for $30,000, in the name of Clifford 
Wilmas, on which $10,000 has been 
paid since Wilmas became Sheriff 
three and one-half years ago.

It 
gives details of the fighting at 
La Flor near the Cua River, when 
&@ small Marine patrol was at- 
tacked by Nicaraguans on May 13 


and 14, 

Captain*Hunter was wounded in 
the neck in such a manner as to 
make speech almost impossible. 
Corporal William R. Williamson of 
St. Louis was killed outright. Capt. 
Hunter seized a machine gun from 
the hands of the dead Corporal 
and was firing upon the Sandino 
men with it when he was knocked 
down by a bullet which pierced 
his chest. His last words were: 
“Don't go back—go ahead!”

The patrol of 25 Marines, one 
member of the United States Navy 
Hespital Corps and 10 Nicaraguan 
National Guardsmen left Quilali 
May 9%, to reconnoiter in the Cen- 
tral Jinotega area east of the 
Coco River.

Could Not See Nicaraguans. 

The patrol was fired on as it 
penetrated a deep ravine. The ce- 
tachment immediately deployed 
to the right.

The 
brush along the narrow trail was 
so dense that the patrol could not 
see the insurgents. 

When the fire of Sandino’s men 
died down, Capt. Hunter doubled to 
the rear to order the reconnais- 
sance of the high ground to the 
rear of the patrol.

Piper, 
seeing about five men attempting 
to capture a runaway mule on the 
trail ahead, moved with a group 
down the ravine to a position from 
which he could fire on the oppos- 
ing forces. A strong burst of in- 
surgent fire answered this maneu- 
ver and brought Capt. Hunter on 
the run to the head of the column.

Cor- 
poral Williamson was buried by 
his companions, who offered simple 
prayers. 

At 8 a. m. on the fourteenth, 
the patrol started for la Fior.

Robert E. Cunningham Makes 
Deposition About Kidnaping of 
O’Dell Slattery, April 16. 

In his deposition taken this aft-

PROVISIONS FOR 
FLEXIBLE TARIFF 


Senate Committee Bases 
Recommendation on Im- 
practicability of Act in 
Administration. 


By the Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Re- 
peal of the flexible provisions of 
the 1922 tariff act was recom- 
mended today by the special. Ser- 
ate committee which recently made 
an exhaustive investigation of!the 
operations of the Tariff Commis- 
sion. 

Other recommendations in the 
report, filed by Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas, the Democratic lead- 
er, and chairman of the committee, 
are that the Tariff Commission be 
made a congressional agency to 
recommend duties, thus relieving 
the president of action on commis- 
sion reports; that findings of the 
commission be publishéd and that 
no former representatives of spe- 
cial interests or organizations con- 
cerned directly with the work of 
the commission be appointed to 
that body. 

In recommending repeal of the 
flexible provisions of the tariff act, 
the committee assigned three prin- 
cipal reasons: 

“Experience has not demonstrat- 
ed the practical value of the provi- 
sion. The administration of it has 
absorbed almost the entire time of 
the commission without corre- 
eponding benefits. 

“It is impracticable for the 
President to devote the time and 
attention essential to the proper 
performance of the duties imposed 
upon him by the flexible tariff law. 
The Chief Executive is already 
overburdened with executive du- 
ties. 

“Tariff making and revision wn- 
der our Constitution are legislative 
duties, and to impose such respon- 
sibilities on the President as are 
carried in the flexible provision 
confuses legislative and executive 
responsibility.”

The Chrysler corporation will

Lapham said that his organiza- 
tion Bad paid the expenses of 
Prof. Ryan to attend a meeting in 
Chicago in January, 1927. called 
by Carl D. Jackson, chairman of 
the National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation’s committee on co-opera- 
tion with educational institutions. 
In a letter dated Dec. 16, 1926, 
Ryan wrote Lapham that he hesi- 
tated to “again ask your organi- 
zation to pay my traveling ex- 
penses,” but that if the organiza- 
tion could pay them he would ac-

Ben J. Davis, G. O. P. Na- 
tional §Committeeman, 
Tells Senators How He 
Won Domination. 


Ey the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—How 
the Negro National Committeeman 
for Georgia successfully fought 
white domination of his campaign 
activities in favcr of Herbert Hoo- 
ver was told today by Ben J. Davis, 
the committeeman. ' 
Testifying before the Senate 
Elections Committee, Davis re- 
lated how the fight between him- 
self and Clark Greer of Washing- 
ton, who, he saic, tmied to run 
the campaign, enced with Daevis 
getting $2200 from Rush L. Hol- 
land, former Assistant Attorney- 
General and a Hoover campaign 


leader. 

Davis came to Washington to 
lay his trouble before Post- 
master-General New and Per- 
pry W. Howard, Negro National 
Cemmitteeman from Mississippi. 
They sent him to Holland. who 
gave him a total of $2200, of 
which $200 was for expenses. 

The witness, who said he was 
editor of the Atlanta Independent, 
first testified he had used the 
money for campaign expenses, 
then that he had given it to the | 
treastrer of the State committee 
and to the committee itself. He 
corrected his statement that he 
had not deposited any of the money 
in banks and said $1000 had been 
so deposited. 

Davis said he had kept no ac- 
count of how he spent the money, 
but followed this by saying the 
money went to his State commit- 
tee. He had received $750 from 
J. H. Watson, another Negro po- 
litical worker of Georgia, he tes- 
tified. 

Fight With White Man. 

The fight with Greer started. 
Davis said, when the white man 
appeared in Georgia with the an- 
nmnouncement he was there to run 
the Hoover campaign. Davis re- 
fused to work with him and said 
the campaign did not “get into 
the hands” of Greer. 

Finally questioned by Senator 
Bratton (Dem.), New Mexico, Da- 
vis remembered another $200 a 
man named Flanders had giver 
him. He spent this as he had the 
Watson money without keeping 
track of where it went. Asked how 
he had spent the $1150 collected ac 
expenses from Holland, Watson 
and Flanders, he said it was te “re- 
imburse myself for trips.” 

“What was the eccasion of spend- 
ing $3000 of Hoover money in 
Georgia?” asked Bratton, who had 
drawn from the witness that there 
were only three contests in the 
State. Davis said the $2000 was 
used to pay expenses of the de.e 
gates to the State convention. Wat- 
son, he said, chosen delegate-at- 
large on the Hoover ticket, was re- 
ported to have changed his mind 
and now was said to oppose Hoo- 
ver. The $2000, he said, was turned 
over to John W. Martin of Atlanta 

Family Controls Paper. 


Davis said, under Bratton’s ques- 
tions, that he and his family con- | 
trolled the Independent. The pape- | 
did not run advertising for Hoover. 
It did publish calls by the nationa! 
and State Republican committees, 
he said, and received $1.25 an inch 
for them. 

Senator McMaster of South Da-| 
kota, took over the questioning 
and Davis insisted he had not 
drawn up a Hoover slate, saying 
all the delegates to the State con- 
vention favored Hoover. One of 
the delegates at large named Hen- 
drix, he said. contributed $1009 
and it was believed he ought to be 
selected to go to Kansas City. 

Howard testified he had received 
or would receive $5000 in all from 
the Hoovér campaign organization 
to be used in his activities on he- 
half of the Commerce Secretary's 
presidential campaign. He took 
exception when asked if he had 
not been paid $2000, saying that he 
had been “allowed” the money. Of 
the amount, $2000 was given to 
him by Holland for use in Missis- 
sippi. He received $2000 for his 
office expenses here and had $1900 
more due from the Hoover nationa, 
headquarters,

By the Associated Press, 
TOLEDO, O., May 29.—A man 


early today entered the home of 
Alex Sielagowski here and took 
Dorothy, 7 years old, from the bed 
where she Was eleeping with her 
three sisters, carried her to ‘his 
automobile, attacked and killed her 
and then 20 minutes later threw 
the body of the porch of the home 
of her uncle, Joe Skibinski, a few 
doors from the chfld’s home. 

Police immediatery started 
search for a “small man in a black 
suit,” whom Sielagowski said he 
saw drive away. from in front of 
the home a few minutes after the 
abduction of the child. Siela- 
gowski said he alsO saw a small 
covered auto truck stop in,front 
of the home. 

The automobile in which. Dor- 
othy was slain was recovered 
shortly before noon. Dust covering 
a rear window showed the imprint 
of a child's hand. There were 
stains on the rear seat and up- 
holstering, and on the windshield 
and front seat. Police hope to 
find finger prints which would give 
them a clew to the slayer. 

The child’s father and two 
brothers were asleep in a front 
bedroom. Police said the slayer 
apparently was acquainted with 
the Sielagowski home as they en- 
tered it through a back door, 
which was opened with a key. 

Creeping up the stairway, the 
man seized the child. A sister, 
Stella, was awakened and _ cried 
“They're taking Dorothy away.” 
The children awakened the fath- 
er, who saw the automobile drive 
away. 

The father said that about 20 
minutes after the child was ab- 
ducted he saw two automobiles 
drive up in front of the Skibinski 
home. He thought nothing of 
it and immediately left for Po- 
lice Headquarters. Returning with 
officers he noticed a huddled fig- 
ure on the Skibinski porch and 
investigating found the body of 
his child.

It was Hickman’s fortune to be 
the first brought to trial under the 
new code and so he was enabled 
to take advantage of the delays 
resulting from the first testing of 
a criminal procedure and its con- 
stitutionality. 

Passes the Speed Test. 

The efficiency of the statute was 
indicated to sponsors of the law 
by the speed with which Hickman 
was first found sane and then, by 
the same jury and almost without 
pause, declared guilty and sen- 
tenced to death. But the fact that 
the new statute had never been 
weighed as to constitutionality op- 
erated to save him, at least tem- 
porarily, when virtually no other 
factor could have served.

Six convicts, charged. with the 
murder of George Baker, a fellow 
Prisoner, during the Thanksgiving 
day riots at Folsom Prison, last 
November, were found guilty late 
last night. The verdict carried the 
death penalty for all. 

Eight prisoners and three 
fuards were killed during the at- 
tempt of convicts to fead a prison 
break from Folsom. Thirty-one 
other persons. were wounded, The 
riot leaders were found to be Tony 
Brown, San Francisco robber; 
Walter E. Burke, Roy E. Stokes, 
James Gregg, James Gleason and 
Albert M. Stewart.

JALSH AND NYE RAKE FRAUD 
IN CONTINENTAL OIL DEAL 


WASHINGTON, May 29. 

HAIRMAN NYE of the Tea- 
Coot Dome Committee of the 

Senate in a report supple- 
menting that of Senator Walsh, 
denounces the participants in 
the oil scandal in the following 
language:

acy, corruption and fraud.’

Jurors Denied Information. 

“The delays which have been at- 
tendant upon the trial of cases 
growing out of the Naval oil leases 
is not to the credit of the order 
that prevails in the dispensation of 
justice. Because of these permis- 
sable delays we become the laugh- 
ing stock of the world. ‘There 
are technicalities which do not 
permit, when expensive legal talent 
objects, the offering of all evi- 
dence bearing upon the case on 
trial. The complaints offered by 
jurors who voted an acquittal in 
one of the cases growing out of 
the leasing of the Naval oil re- 
serves to the effect that he learned 
more about the case from news- 
papers he read after being relieve4 
from duty on the jury, than he 
had learned during the entire 
course of the trial, which ran over 
many days, is a case in point. 

“Greed would be served through 
means, corrupt if need be, so long 
as there remains the chance to 
play with and break down the true 
purpose of law. Conspiracies can 
be anticipated so long as con- 
spirators are shown to have a 
chance for trial before juries 
which can be denied knowledge 
of conditions and facts attendant 
upon that fact of conspiracy.” 


Walsh Traces Consolidated. 


The Walsh report, in a manner 
characteristic of its author, gives 
an exact and detailed history of 
the chartering of the Continental 
Trading Co. by H. H. Osler, a 
Canadian attorney, and describes 
how it accumulated a profit of 
$3,080,000 by purchasing oil ,and 
selling it to the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing Co..and the Prairie Oil 
& Gas Co. It repeats how the 
profit was divided dmong Sinclair, 
Stewart, James E. O'Neil, head of 
the Prairie, and H. M. Blackmer, 
Nead of the Midwest Refining Co., 
a Sinclair subsidiary, 
Although Sinclair, Stewart and 
O’Nei] have since restored their 
profits to their, companies, the com- 
mittee declared their original in- 
tention obviously was to keep these 
profits for themselves, thus rob- 
bing their stockholders of them. 
Mention is made, in this connec- 
tion, of the flight of Blackmer and 
O’Neil to Europe, to avoid testify- 
ing, and to Stewart's refusal to 
answer certain pointed questions. 

The report alludes to the pre- 
vious refusals of M. T. Everhart, 
Fall's son-in-law, to testify, and 
relates how, after @ special act 
of Congress had deprived him of 
that refuge, he appeared and 4is- 
closed that he had received $233,- 
600 in Liberty Bonds from Sinclair 
to be given to Fall, a month after 
the leasing of Teapot Dome. 

“A Shallow Fable.” 

“There was some pretense, it 
continues, “that the bonds repre- 
sented the purchase price of a one- 
third interest in the Tres Ritos 
Land & Cattle -Co., whosp ranch 
property was to be turned into a 
sort of riding and hunt club, but 
so shallow was this fable that its | 
details need not be dwelt upon, al- 
though it was accepted by the*jury 
that acquitted Sinclair of the 
charge of conspiring to defraud the 
United States in securing the Téa- 

me lease.”

Concerning the testimony of 
Stewart that he had no hand in 
the organization of the Continental, 
and knew nothihg of its purposes 
the report expresses incredulity, 
and mentions that the record of 
his testimony has been certified to 
the District Attorney for possible 
action for perjury. It refers also 
to his early refusals to testify, 
and to his resulting indictment for 
contempt. 

Hays and Upham. 

Then follows a merciless dissec- 
tion of the various testimony Biv- 
en by Will H. Hays. Recalling 
that Hays in 1924 was before the 
committee and failed to disclose 
the extent of Sinclair’s bond dona- 
tion to the Republican party: in 
1923, the report states that he re- 
appeared this year on his own 
volition, but when pressed to ex- 
plain the bond transaction, gave 
testimony which was “indefinite 
and unintelligible.” 

How $60,000 of the bonds were 
sent by Hays to,.the late Fred W. 
Upham, then national treasurer of 
the Republican party, and how 
Upham split the sum up into small 
“contributions,” and recorded 
them under dummy names, is re- 
lated. It also is related that Hays 
asked Secretary Mellon and Re- 
publican Chairman Butler to per- 
mit their names to be similarly 
used to mask Sinclair’s donation. 

While they declined, the report 
adds, “neither of them manifested 
any resentment, nor did either re- 
buke Hays, or counsel him to re- 
turn the bonds to Sinclair, or make 
any effort to dissuade him from 
‘using’ them, nor did either take 
any steps to prevent his use of 
thems 

Melion Did Not Explain. 


“Moreover, at the outset of its 
work the committee sought the aid 
of the Treasury, and was assured 
by the Secretary that the Secre- 
tary’s secret service would give all 
possible assistance. It responded, 
and was collaborating with the 
committee in its efforts to trace 
the bonds, but received no infor- 
mation of the Secretary’s connec- 
tion with them. 

“Secretary Mellon was unaware 
that the bonds tendered him came 
from the Continental but he knew 
they were contributed by Sinciair, 
for Hays told him so, and he had 
information from some _ other 
source that Sinclair had made a 
huge contribution toward liquidat- 
ing the debt of the Republican -Na- 
tional Committee. 

“It should be recalled that the 
lease to Sinclair was at that time 
under investigation. No explana. 
tion was offered by the Secretary 
as to. why he did not communicate 
to Government counsel the invalu- 
able information in his possession 
concerning Sinclair’s extraordinary 
generosity, nor why he did aot ac- 
quaint the committee with the ob- 
viously pertinent fact that Sinclair 
had turned over a large sum of 
bonds to Hays. 

G. 0. P. “Shakedown” Intimatcd. 

“The report points out that the 
Treasury Department itself had.as- 
sisted Government counsel] fn trac- 
ing some of the bonds from Sin- 
clair to Fall, and continues: 

“Although Secretary Mellon had 
no definite information that the 
bonds Hays got from Sinclair were 
Continental bonds, the slightest at- 
tention to the facts would have 
made such an inference all but ir- 
resistible, even if he were not 
prompted by the official duty -f 
collecting the income tax, obvi- 
ously due from the Continental. to 
make searching inquiry into -vhat 
became of its. bonds.” 

The intimation that Sinclair was 
“shaken down” for the $160,000 
contribution which he made to the 
Republican party through Hays in 
1923 is made in the report, which 
points out that it eccurred at the 
identical time that evidences of 
corruption in connection with the 
lease were beginning to appear he- 
fore the investigating committee. 

“This suggests,” it states, “that 
the extraordinary sum yielded up 
at that critical hour by Sinclair 
was not altogether voluntarily 
given, but that either hope or fear. 
if not gratitude, accentuated is 
devotion to the Republican party.

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QPPOSING HOOVER: 


Mrs. Willebrandt Discloses 
Result of Inquiries About | 
Frank J. Hale, Former 
Prohibition Agent. 


SAYS HE COLLECTED 
ON SMUGGLED LIQUOR 


Asserts at Senate Campaign 
Hearing He Was Close 
Friend of General An- 


drews.

WASHINGTON, May 29. — 
Frank J. Hale, former Broadway 
actor and erstwhile Federal pro- 
hibition enforcement officer and 
now backer of the anti-Hoover 
weekly magazine, “Politics,” re- 
cently, told the Senate Presidential 
Campaign Fund Investigating Com- 
mittee that the publicity given his 
publication by the committee’s itn- 


quiry was worth $1,000,000. This 
paper profit was completely wiped 
out yesterday by Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, Assistant At- 
torney General, and a Hoover sup- 
porter, when she disclosed to the 
committee the contents of the de- 
partment’s dossier on Hale. 

After Hale had refused to give 
definite information as to where 
he had obtained the $8500 he had 
sunk in the anti-Hoover weekly 
since January this year, it was sug. 
gested to the committeé that a 
subpena be issued for Elmer 
Irey, chief of the special Antelili- 
gence unit of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, for it was known that Hale 
had been investigated many times 
both by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau and the. prohibition unit. 
This was not done, however,-and 
Mrs. Willebrandt volunteered her 
testimony. To a considerable de- 
gree she erased the “large ques- 
tion mark” Hale was willing to 
leave on his testimony. 

Charges Hale With Graft. 

Her testimony indicated a close 
tie-up between Hale and Gen. Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, former Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of prohibition, who resigned last 
June. When the new prohibition 
commissioner, James N. Doran, 
came in, he summarily dismissed 
Hale. 

The most damaging evidence 
Mrs. Willebrandt presented was to 
the effect that Hale had collected 
$2.50 and $5 a case on liquor 
smuggled in through Long Island. 

Mrs. Willebrandt’s testimony was 
far afield from the presidential 
campaign fund investigation, but it 


‘shed an amazing light on Federal 


prohibition enforcement in New 
York and New Jersey under An- 
drews. It disclosed, to say the 
least, that Andrews was unfor- 
turfate in the choice of his asso- 
clates. According to Mrs. Wille- 
brandt, Hale “was one of the most 
disintegrating influences in law en- 
forcement in that section.” She 
stated that in 1926 she realized it 
was hopeless to ask Andrews to 
make an investigation of Hale's 
operationg and went directly to 
Secretary Mellon for immediate ac- 
tion. 

She said Hale had come into the 
prohibition service in 1922 and had 
never rejyorted a gross income of 
more than $5200; including that of 
his wife, an actress. She stated 
that the Senate committee could 
“materially help in ascertaining 
whether Mr. Hale was swearing 
truthfully.in saying that he was 
able to bear a loss on his paper 
of $400 a week.” 

“Our entire investigation indi- 
cates that so far as his sworn state- 
ments are concerned, he could not 
bear those losses himself,” she de- 
clared. “If his sworn statements 
are not true, the Government 
would like this committee to assist 
us in finding that out.” 

Investigation Continues. 

She stated that the investigation 
ef Hale’s operations was still in 
progress. She mentioned two 
other perscns in’ connection with 
Hale’s alleged irregularities—the 
late Jestine Chamberiain, a paint 
2nd varnish salesman of Philadel- 
phia and Atlantic City, and Harold 
Goldman, a New York attorhey, 
who helped Hale incorporate “Pol- 
itics.” 

Chamberlain was a close friend 
of Andrews and secured, Hale's 
promotion in the service. In his 
letter of recommendation to An- 
drews, Chamberlain wrote, “You 
will find Mr. Frank J. Hale one 
good soldier. Nuff said.” 

Hale has been the subject of sev- 
eral investigations, Mra Wille- 
brandt said. After he had received 
his promotion from Andrews, the 
investigating agents reported “‘it is 
new understood that Prohibition 
Agent Frank J. Hale is~.regarded 
by his superior officers (referring. 
Mrs. Willebrandt said, te Andrews 
and possibly Commissioner Haynes) 
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as a truthworthy and efficient 
agent, and it is recommended that 
this investigation be closed.” 


“The other parts of their reports 
show they were having difficulty in 
fnterviewing agents who had 
worked with Hale, Hale being in a 
superior position commanding and 
controlling those agents,”"’ Mrs. Wil- 
lebrandt continued. “The report 
had been before Gen. Andrews be- 
fore Hale was appointed. No de- 
nials of the report of Hale’s mis- 
conduct appear other than this 
recommendation by this man 
Chamberlain. 

“Chamberlain’s success in getting 
Hale reinstated when the investi- 
gation was proceeding to the point 
where probably the truth would be 
found, is rather significant. These 
records show that Chamberlain, 
prior to connecting up with Hale, 
had never deposited in the bank 
more than $300 at any one time, 
most of his deposits being $203.33. : 
his salary. Immediately after con- 
necting up with Hale and succeed- 
ing in getting Hale in this enlarged 
position, Chamberlain started large 
deposits of from $1000 to $5000 
monthly, 

Deposited $156,000. 

“In a little more than a year he 
deposited in the Aldine Trust Co. of 
Newark, N. J., $90,703, and in an- 
other bank, the Chelsea Nationa! 
Bank of Atlantic City, $65,933.37, 
but during that period his known 
legitimate income was _ ie¢ss than | 
$10,000 including bonus and com- 
mission, ° 

“Another significant incident is 
that on Jan. 27, 1927, Chamberlai 
spent the evening with Hale in New 
York City. The next morning when 
Chamberlain arriyed at his place 
of employment in Newark he 
showed the president of his firm 
twenty $1000 bills. 

“Another significant fact in the 
financial transactions of Mr. Hale 
about which this committee has al- 
ready made inquiry, arises with re- 
spect to Harold Goldman,” Mrs. 
Willebrandt continued. “The Gov- 
ernment investigators have - aiso 
tried.to interview Harold Goldman 
with respect to his business trans- 
actions with Hale. Goldman re- 
fused to testify on the grounds it 
would incriminate him, but the pa- 
pers which the committee has: 
asked for show tha: Goldman, prior 
to connecting up with Hale, had an 
income of around $5000, but never 
more. 


‘Income Jumped to $50,000. 


In 1926, when he connected uy 
with Hale, his income jumped to 
$50,000 or in excess of that. Also, 
on Sept. 22, 1925, Goldman rented 
a safe deposit box—it is No. 16105 
—at the National City Bank. He 
arranged for that box to be opened 
by either himself or.one John Mor- 
gan.

METHODISTS MODIFY 
VIEWS ON DIVORCE 


Bar on Women Delegates to 
Yearly Conferences Re- 
tained by Church. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 29.— 
Views of the Methodist’ Episcopal 
Church regarding the remarrying 
of divorced persons by ministers 
of the church were modified here 
today by the general conference of 
the church, which adopted a re- 
port recognizing “adultery or its 
full. moral equivalent” as grounds 
for divorce. Heretofore only adul- 
tery ahs been recognized. ° 

The Board of Education was in- 
structed to prepare courses of 
study setting forth the practical 
values of marriage, for use in 
church schools. Young people 
were urged to seek parental, med- 
ical and pastoral advice before 
marrying and all states were asked 
to pass laws delaying the granting 
of marriage licenses until applica- 
tions had ben publicly posted and 
a reasonable length of time had 
elapsed. 

Divorces granted by the State 
were recognized as legal and di- 
vorced persons may be received 
into the church upon “manifesta- 
tion of a proper spirit and satis- 
factory answers to the usual in- 
quiries.” 

The conference refused by an 
almost two-to-one vote, to ad- 
mit women to annual conferences 
of the church, which would give 
them full membership in the mjn- 
istry. 

Women are ordained and per- 
mitted to fill local and supply 
charges, but are given no perma- 
nent posts in the Methodist min- 
istry. 

The action was taken in the) 
adoption of a majority report of 
the Itinerancy Committee, pre- 
sented by the Rev. Manfred C. 
Wright of Logansport, Ind., who 
gave four reasons for refusing 
women full membership, includ- 
ing: “Motherhood: If John Wes- 
ley’s ‘mother had been a minister 
the Methodist Church never ‘would 
have been born. 
“Morale: We have no right to 
expect women to travel our bandit- 
infested and thug-ridden highways 
in the late hours of the night.” 

The report, in the form of an 
amendment to the church disci- 
pline, permits ministers te deter- 
mine in. their own minds whether 
there were proper grounds for -di- 
vyorce instead of being required to 
examine court records, as hereto- 
fore. 

The discipline, as amended, 
reads: “A minister shall not sol- 
emnize a marriage of a divorced 
person whose husband or wife is 
still living, except for the innocent 
person, when it is clearly estab- 
lished in his own mind that the 
true cause of divorce is adultery, 
or its moral equivalent.”

Brookings Institution: of Washing- 
ton, of which Robert S. Brookings, | 
St. Louis philanthropist and’ edu- 
cator is. the head, announced last 
night that an endowment’ gift of 
$2,000,000 had been received from 


the Laura Spellman Rockefeller 
Memorial. 

The gift is conditional upon the 
raising of a*minimum of an addi- 
tional $4,000,000, exclusive of the 
institution’s existing endowment. 

The institution was organized 
last Deecmber as a consolidation 
of the Institute of Economics, the 
Institute of Government Research 
and the Brookings Graduate 
School. Its purpose is to conduct 
research and training In social sci- 
ences as a means of aiding in the 
development of- constructive eco- 
nomic and social policies and of 
efficiency in public administration. 

In announcing the Rockefeller 
Memorial. gift, Dr. Harold G. Moul- 
ton, president of the institution, 
also reported that the institution 
had completed its survey of the 
administration of the Government's 
conduct of Indian Affairs and that 
a similar survey would be made 
of Porto Rico. 

The report on Indian Affairs has 
just been published. It covers all 
phases of the Indian problem, in- 
cluding health, education, and 
general economic conditions, fam- 
ily and community life and activ- 
ities of women, migration to cities, 
legal administration and mission- 
ary activities. 

It disclosed that social and eco- 
nomic conditions among the Amer- 
ican Indians constituted a national 
emergency, requiring increased ap- 
propriations from Congress for the 
employment of more competent 
personnel in the Indian service. 
Recommendations were also made 
with references to the policies 
which this country should pursue 
in connection. with Indian affairs. 

The Porto Rican study will be 
started as soon as a special staff 
can be organized,. Dr. Moulton 
stated. It will attempt to diag- 
nose the Porto Rican situation and 
make constructive suggestions for 
economic, social and educational 
reorganjaation.

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MISSOURI ROADS. 

The best argument for the propesed $75,000,000 
supplementary road bond issue in Missouri is what 
we are doing and have done with the $60,000,000 
voted for roads in 1920.

And here again: 

“The actual facts of development 
are vastly more wonderful than 
any that were ever conceived in 
pre-scientific times, Just as as- 
tronomy and geology and physics 
and chemistry have given us grand- 
er views of the universe than were 
ever dreamed of before, so biolo- 
gy, and especially the study of de- 
velopment and evolution, have 
given us grander views of the living 
world—its unity, its integrity, its 
mystery—than were ever before 
held or suspected.” 

And here speaks a professor of 
zoology: 

“Evolution no more takes God 
out of the universe than does 
gravitation. Both these great 
principles are mere manifestations 
of the grand strategy of nature. 
The theory of evolution, as has 
often been said, does not deny 
creation; it merely explains the 
method of creation.” 

It may be a matter of genera- 
tions before the great mass will 
be aware of the fact that as early 
as the first quarter of the twen- 
tieth century the vanguard of 
science had already arrived by 
strictly scientific methods at con- 
ceptions differing not at all] in es- 
sentials from conceptions reached 
by the great mystics long, long 
ago. It is the noisy and ill-advised 
camp-followers of the army of 
science who have leaped to the 
conclusion that all mystery and 
wonder and reverence are now 
known to be “the bunk.” Those 
yonder in the van know better. One 
tells us, for instance, that Nfe 
seems to differ only in mode of 
manifestation; that somehow all 
life is one. Might it not be Little 
Brother Francis speaking? And 
here is what a professor of na- 
tural history has to say: 

“What the evolutionist discloses 
is man’s solidarity, his - kinship, 
with the rest of creation. And 
the encouragement we find in this 
disclosure is twofold. In the first 
place, though we inherit some 
coarse strands from pre-human 
pedigree it is an ascent, not a 
descent that we see behind us. In 
the second place, the evolutionist 
world is congruent with religious 
interpretation. It is a world in 
which the religious man can 
breathe freely.”

Dry presidential candidates and 
party platforms were demanded in 
a report adopted yesterday by the 
United Presbyterian Church Gen- 
eral Assembly, at the First United 
Presbyterian Church, Washington 


and Adelaide avenues. 

The report records “firm adher- 
ence to the prohibition principle” 
and joins “the Anti-Saloon League 
and other friends” in -‘equesting 
the political parties “to include in 
their platforms a positive, clear-cut 
declaration pledging the support of 
the party and its nominees to a 
program of vigorous and efficient 
enforcement of the cighteenth 
amendngent and necessary support- 
ing legislation.” 

The report also calls upon th> 
political parties to nominate candi 
dates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent who are gpenly committed to 
this policy. “Continued loyalty” 
was pledged in the report to Dr. F. 
Scott McBride, general « superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
and a United Presbyteriar. minister, 
who addressed the assembly Fri- 
day. 

In other sections of the report, 
it is stated “the greatest danger to 
the nation and church today is the 
unhallowed fireside. The home is 
the seat of Christianity and 
center of civilization. We there- 
fore recommend that on this 
seventieth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the United Presby- 
terian Church, its pastors, elders 
and members be urged to give the

“What have you done to those 
dogs in the courtyard?” he de- 
manded of the professor of physi- 
ology. 

“I have removed the pancreas,” 
was the reply. 

“Then,” cried Naunyn, “lack of 
a@ pancreas causes diabetes.” 

Shortl; afterwards it was shown 
that if the duct of the pancreas, 
which conveys the digestive juices 


,to the intestines, were cut and the 


pancreatic digestive fluid allowed 
to flow outside the body, no sugar 
appeared in the urine. Therefore 
the role which the pancreas plays 
in the causation of diabetes must 
be from the elaboration of a secre- 
tion which is poured into the blood- 
stream, not into the intestines. 


In a cut section of the pancreas 
a number of nests of cells, differ- 
ing from other pancr-atiec tissue, 
were seen by Paul Langerhans in 
1869. This finding was amaiga- 
mated with Naunyn’s later observa- 
tion and the islets of Langerhans 
in some diabetic cases were found 
to be destroyed. Just in our own 
day extracts of these islet-of-Lan- 
gerhans tissues, injected hypoder- 
mically into diabetic patients, have 
resulted in the ultimate triumph 
over the disease. 


What, then, dots happen in dia- 
betes? Normally the nutrition of 
starches and sugars begins with 
their being turned, by the digestive 
juices, into glucose, chemically a 
very simple sugar. From the in- 
testines glucose is absorbed and 
carried to the liver. Here it is 
converted into a form of carbohy- 
drate, glycogen, or anima] starch, 
found in animal livers. This is ap- 
parently the only form of starch 
which an animal can keep in stor- 
age. * 

When a muscle contracts and 
needs energy to do it, the energy 
comes almost entirely from giu- 
cose. To supply this the liver 
sends out glycogen, which is recon- 
verted either in the liver or in the 
muscle to glucose, and when the 
muscle contracts, the glucose is 
burnt, or oxidized—it unites with 
oxygen from the blood—producing 
heat and energy and reducing the 
giucose molecule to water, carbon 
dioxide and a little lactic acid. The 
spark which causes the glucose to 
burn—i. e., to unite with the oxy- 
gen-—is insulin, the secretion from 
the islets of Langerhans in the 
pancreas. When the muscle con- 
tracts, this insulin is also called for 
from the pancreas, just as the 
giyeogen’is called for from the 
liver. 

In diabetes every detail of this 
procedure is the same, except that, 
the islets of Langerhans being 
more or less diseased. 
is either little or no insulin. (They 
are probably never completely 
destroyed.) Thus the glucose gets 
to the muscle. is not burned, and 
accumulates in the blood. The kid- 
ney is very sensitive to the pres- 
ence of glucose In the blood above 
the normal amount—about .09 mg. 
per 100 ce. Therefore, when the 
Slucose is increased in the bleed, 


there ; 


the kidney removes it from the 
blood along with enough fluid to 
dissolve it in the urine. That its 
why the urine is involved at all. 
That is why the kidneys get a bad 
name in diabetes. That is why un- 
treated diabetics are always thirsty. 

Woodyatt, a brillzant living in- 
vestigator of diabetes, has com- 
pared the condition to a gasoline 
engine. In order to have the cyl- 
inder of the gasoline engine pump 


-{in order to have a muscle con- 


tract) gasoline must be brought 
from the tank (glycogen—glucose 
—must be brought from the liver) 
and mixed with air in the carbu- 
retor (the glucose mixed with air 
from the lungs via the blood), but 
for an explosion the spark plug 
must produce a spark (the pan- 
creas must produce insulin). If the 
spark plugs are dirty (if the islets 
of Langerhans are diseased), the 
combustion is incomplete and black- 
smoke comes out of the exhaust 
(glucose comes out in the urine). 


The treatment of diabetes is per- 
fectly logical from an understand- 
ing of its nature. If the diabetic 
body cannot burn as much starch 
as a normal body, the amount of 
starch in the diet must be cut 
down. Fortunately, now, through 
the discoveries of Banting, Best, 
McLeod and Campbell, who found 
a method of isolating the secretion 
of the islets of Langerhans, which 
they called insulin, we are able also 
to supply the deficiency of that 
substance. Diet is, however, al- 
ways still the mainstay of treat- 
ment, and with every diabetic, 
proper dietary adjustment must be 
maintained. 

There are several! pieces of ad- 
vice which every diabetic should 
take to heart. First, the patient 
should realize that the medical pro- 
fession knows all about diabetes. 
It knows all about the cause, the 
nature and the treatment of it. 
As the treatment may be very com- 
plex, the patient should always put 
himself or herself into the hands 
of a member of the regular pro- 
fession. With certain other dis- 
eases it is of no real importance 
whether a regular practitioner, a 
chiropractor, a Christian Scientist, 
or an Indian medicine man is called 
in. But in diabetes it is nothing 
short of a crime not to employ a 
regular physician, because, over 
this disease at least, we can say 
with absolute confidence that we 
have complete mastery. 

Second, the patient must become 
acquainted with the principles and 
the details of the treatment. He 
must learn to examine his own 
urine for sugar. This is done by 
using a testing fluid—Benedict’s 
solutton or Haines’ solution, which 
can be purchased at any drug store. 
An alcohol lamp or gas flame will 
be needed, also a test tube and a 
medicine dropper. 

The Benedict's solution is put in 
the tube and boiled over the flame 
A few drops of urine are then add- 
ed and the solution boiled again. 
If a reddish or yellowish or green- 
ish cloud (a precipitate) forms, 
glucose is present. Besides this 
the patient must learn the com po- 
sition of ali the foodstuffs—the 
amount of carbohydrates, fats an4 
proteins each contains. A scale must 
be obtained and the food to be 
eaten weighed, at least until an 
estimation by the eye of the weight 
of the regularly eaten articles is 
possible. There are a number of 
books written especially for dia- 
betics in which complete explana- 
tions of all these things are given. 
[I can heartily recommend as one 
of these Elliott Joslip’s Diabetic 
Manual (Lea & Febiger). 

Third, if insulin ig to be used, it 
will in the present state of our 
knowledge have to be given by hy- 
podermic, as taken by mouth it is 
immediately destroyed by the stom- 
ach juices. The patient, of course, 
must learn the technic of hypo- 
dermic injections and give them 
to himself. The syringe should be 
& glass one: that is the only kind 
which can effectively be sterilized. 
The needle should be a No, 26 
gauge. The syringe and needle | 


strould be pboilea for sterilization 


purposes before every injection.

Fourth, treatment is carried on | 


to avoid complications. Patients 
frequently say to a physician: “You 
Say that a part of my food is not 
burned, and flows off in the urine 
in the form of glucose. Very well, 
why can’t I just eat that much 
more food and let the excess go?” 
The answer is that, with the car- 
bohydrate metabolism disturbed, 
there inevitably follow disturbances 
in the metabolism of other food- 
stuffs, particularly fats. The fats 
also furnish fuel, and if they are 
to burn, a certain amount of 
carbohydrate combftstion is also 
necessary. If this does not occur, 
they burn incompletely and chemi- 
cal bodies which represent partial 
stages of the breakdown of the fats 
accumulate. These are fatty acide 
and lead to the most fatal of the 
complications ©f diabetes—acid 

and diabetic coma. e 

Fifth, patients often make one 
serious mistake in calculating diets. 
They calculate the amount of 
starch they can utilize and then eat 
it in the form of very simple su- 
gars or starches, such as candy, 
ice cream, bread, etc. These may 
cause glucose to appear in the urine 
even if the dietary calculation is 
carefully made. More complex 
forms of starch should be used, 
such as green vegetables. This is 
because the simple sugars and 
starches are very quickly convert- 
ed into glucose by the digestive ap- 
paratus and carried to the liver in 
such quantity as to overtax its pow- 
er to convert them quickly into 
giycogen. This may happen even 
in health—alimentary glycosuria. 
Vegetables, particularly green 
vegetables, cauliflower, carrots, 
etc., are the best form of starch 
for the diabetic. 

Sixth, the treatment must 
continued for life. 

Seventh, waste no pity on your- 
self. Diabetes is the pleasantest of 
all the chronic diseases. There is
